WHEREAS,  Street  Trees  are  a  significant  and  highly  visual  portion  of  the  urban  forest,  a

WHEREAS,  appropriate  planning,  planting  and  maintenance  of  Street  Trees  provides  City 
residents  and  visitors  with  economic,  social,  environmental,  ecological  and  aesthetic 
benefits  as  well  as  contributing  to  public  health,  welfare  and  safety;  and 

1 2  WHEREAS,  properly  designed  plantings  and  well  maintained  Street  Trees  specifically 
reduce  storm  water  runoff,  improve  air  quality,  reduce  greenhouse  gases,  calm  vehicular

14  WHEREAS,  these  benefits  increase  with  increasing  tree  size;  and

3.  DISCUSSION:  Discussion  regarding  funding  opportunities  including: 

•  The  Committee  engaged  in  discussion  regarding  funding 
opportunities  from  Foundations,  the  State  and  Federal 
government.  Member  Marks,  Council  Coordinator  Janet  Michelson, 
and  Shawn  Rosenmoss,  Fund  Developer  for  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  have  been  meeting  to  explore  funding  opportunities. 
Currently  there  is  a  possibility  of  funding  available  from  the 
Department  of  Conservation  for  clean  water  and  storm  water 
programs.  They  are  exploring  linkages  to  between  trees  and  the 
storm  water  run  off  and  trees.  Ms.  Rosenmoss  is  working  with 
Rosie  Jinks  to  put  together  a  proposal  for  a  Watershed 

Coordinator.  The  application  is  due  on  November  19th. 


There  are  also  funds  available  from  the  Environmental  Enhancement 
Mitigation  Program.  They  are  meeting  with  the  Public  Works  and  the 
Transportation  Authority  to  discuss  the  opportunities.  However,  this 
grant  will  probably  require  some  sort  of  partnership  with  a  non-profit 
organization. 


NUFAC  may  have  funding  available  for  developing  the  Urban  Forest 
Plan,  however,  they  typically  require  work  to  have  a  national  impact.  The 
National  Trust  has  seed  money  for  urban  forest  programs.  The 
application  is  due  on  November  28th.  Letters  of  Intent  have  been  sent  to 
the  Lisa  and  Douglas  Goldman  Fund,  Maria  Crocket  Trust  and  Garbondi 
Foundation  noting  intent  to  submit  a  grant  proposal  for  money  to  do  an 
urban  forest  plan  scope.  Discussions  ensued  regarding  the  likelihood  of 
successfully  garnering  funds  from  the  aforementioned  sources. 


The  Center  for  Urban  Forest  research  has  completed  a  draft  Street  tree 
analysis  for  San  Francisco.  They  will  be  presenting  this  draft  at  the  full 
Council  meeting. 

Jim  Clark  of  Hort  Science  has  offered  pro-bono  his  assistance  in 
developing  an  outline  for  the  Urban  Forest  Plan.  Discussions  continued 
regarding  the  Plan,  its  focus  and  how  to  approach  potential  funders.  As 
well,  there  was  discussion  on  the  process  for  garnering  City  Funding  with 
respect  to  the  budget  preparation  timeline.

Council  Member  Kelly  Quirke  reported  that  the  Transportation  Authority  approved 
their  Strategic  Plan  recommending  that  the  Prop  K  allocation  for  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  (DPW)  street  tree  planting  and  maintenance  budget  be  reduced 
from  a  1.2  million  dollar  annual  allocation  to  $800,000.  The  Citizens  Advisory 
Board  would  be  meeting  on  May  25  and  has  been  asked  to  support  the 
Transportation  Authority's  recommendations  (see  May  18,  2005  memo).

Council  Member  Kelly  Quirke  reported  that  the  Transportation  Authority  approved 
their  Strategic  Plan  recommending  that  the  Prop  K  allocation  for  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  (DPW)  street  tree  planting  and  maintenance  budget  be  reduced 
from  a  1.2  million  dollar  annual  allocation  to  $800,000.  The  Citizens  Advisory 
Board  would  be  meeting  on  May  25  and  has  been  asked  to  support  the 
Transportation  Authority's  recommendations  (see  May  18,  2005  memo). 
It  was  reported  that  the  reduced  allocation  would  cause  the  City  to  have  no 
funding  of  street  tree  planting  other  than  the  trees  it  could  plant  itself,  which 
would  be  250  trees  in  FY  2005-2006.  Since  DPW  funding  would  be  reduced  by 
$400,000,  they  in  turn  would  reduce  funding  to  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  (FUF) 
by  that  amount  leaving  funding  to  FUF  at  zero  dollars. 


The  Funding  Committee  discussed  options  to  restore  the  $400,000  for  street  tree 
planting  to  1000+  trees  a  year  as  a  combined  effort  of  DPW  and  FUF.  The 
following  options  were  discussed: 

1 .  Direct  the  Urban  Forest  Council  Coordinator  to  draft  a  letter  that  each 
individual  member  of  the  Funding  Committee  could  send  as  individuals  to 
Supervisor  Aaron  Peskin  (who  is  a  member  of  the  Transportation  Authority 
Plans  and  Programs  Committee)  requesting  that  the  Transportation 
Authority's  Five  Year  Plan  restore  funding  to  $1.2  million.  The  draft  letter 
should  be  completed  before  the  June  14  Plans  &  Programs  Committee 
meeting. 

2.  Request  that  the  Mayor  remove  $400,000  from  the  $15  million  Greening 
Initiative  that  is  being  developed  and  give  it  to  DPW  for  street  tree  planting 
citywide.

Chair  Milne  advised  of  his  discussion  with  the  Director  about  the  possibility  of  meeting  with 
the  Mayor  to  discuss  short  and  long-term  general  fund  allocations  for  the  Urban  Forestry 
Council.  It  was  stated  that  receiving  department  funding  is  becoming  more  difficult  from  year 
to  year.  Chair  Milne  discussed  the  possibility  of  prioritizing  funding  towards  urban  forestry 
from  the  recent  bond  measures  that  had  passed  in  November's  election. 

Member  Marks  inquired  as  to  when  City  Departments  are  required  to  submit  their  budgets  to 
the  Mayor.  Ms.  Anne  Eng,  Environmental  Justice  Program  Manager  advised  that  the  Urban 
Forestry  Council  draft  budget  is  being  worked  on  now  and  would  be  turned  in  the  beginning 
of  January.  With  the  current  reduced  staffing,  funding  is  projected  at  approximately 
$125,000  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  Consolidating  two  positions,  seeking  funding  from  other 
City  agencies  at  a  slightly  reduced  level,  as  well  as  seeking  additional  funding  from  outside 
agencies  will  be  proposed. 

Member  Marks  expressed  his  frustration  that  the  Council  is  not  able  to  influence  the  budget. 
Ms.  Eng  advised  that  the  Deputy  Director  would  be  presenting  a  proposed  budget  to  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment  in  January  that  would  be  forwarded  to  the  Mayor's  Office. 
There  would  be  a  six-month  budget  process  that  would  include  the  Controller's  Office  and 
Board  of  Supervisors  review.  Ms.  Eng  requested  input  from  the  Council  to  understand  their 
staffing  vision  and  resource  needs  for  projects  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  It  was  stated  that 
requesting  budget  allocations  are  restricted  to  being  able  to  identify  funding  sources  and 
balancing  income,  revenues,  and  expenditures. 

Member  Marks  discussed  using  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  as  a  roadmap  to  future  work  that 
should  be  done.  Ms.  Eng  advised  the  Funding  Committee  that  a  $500,000  California 
Department  of  Forestry  Prop  40  grant  pre-proposal  is  being  written  that  could  change 
program  staffing.  The  funding  opportunity  would  include  the  priority  of  implementing  the 
Urban  Forest  Plan  in  the  San  Francisco  southeast  area.  The  proposal  would  include  the 
objectives  of  (1)  linking  and  integrating  public  and  private  tree  planting  and  greening  efforts; 
(2)  promoting  best  management  practices  for  tree  pruning,  care,  and  maintenance;  and  (3) 
providing  technical  support  for  local  community  efforts  to  improve  streetscapes.  Non-profit 
community  groups  would  be  utilized  to  provide  outreach  and  educational  efforts. 

Chair  Milne  inquired  as  to  whether  the  City  had  previously  received  grant  funding  through 
this  program.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  previous  grant  recipients  were  not  available  online  and 
advised  that  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  would  be  submitting  a  grant  application  in 
conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  integrate  their  tree  database. 

Ms.  Eng  discussed  the  bad  condition  of  the  palm  trees  that  have  recently  been  planted 
along  MUNI's  Third  Street  light  rail  system  that  will  soon  be  operational.  It  was  advised  that 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  would  be  devoting  $500,000  to  trees  in  the  Southeast 
neighborhood,  and  the  Department  would  like  to  coordinate  their  activities  in  terms  of 
selection,  care,  maintenance  and  fitting  into  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  priorities. 

Member  Marks  recommended  that  Ms.  Ma,  Urban  Forestry  Specialist  review  the  Urban 
Forest  Plan  with  the  Funding  Committee  or  through  her  own  efforts  to  determine  what  needs 
to  be  done  and  identify  associated  costs. 
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4.  INFORMATIONAL  REPORT:  City  Administrator's  Office  Report  about  whether  or  not  trees 
could  be  part  of  the  capital  fund  budget  for  San  Francisco. 

SPEAKER:  Member  Milton  Marks 

Member  Marks  reported  that  he  had  previously  heard  that  capital-funding  sources  could  not 
be  devoted  to  trees.  It  was  stated  that  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  passed  a  Resolution  stating 
that  trees  are  part  of  the  City  infrastructure  possibly  to  help  access  funding.  Member  Marks 
asked  Mr.  Rosenfield,  City  Administrator's  Office,  what  City  revenue  sources  the  Funding 
Committee  should  be  researching  to  enable  the  tree  budget  to  grow  and  whether  trees  can 
be  included  in  the  capital  budget. 

Mr.  Ben  Rosenfield,  Assistant  City  Administrator,  stated  that  one  of  his  primary 
responsibilities  is  to  coordinate  the  production  of  the  City's  Ten  Year  Capital  Plan  and  that 
he  had  previously  worked  in  the  Mayor's  Office  as  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  Director.  It 
was  reported  that  the  City  adopted  legislation  about  18  months  ago  that  requires  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  annually  review  and  approve  the  Ten  Year  Capital  Plan. 
The  process  involves  the  City  Administrator's  Office  submission  of  a  Draft  Plan  to  the 
Capital  Funding  Committee,  which  includes  ten  other  department  heads  that  have  assets 
under  their  jurisdiction.  The  Plan  is  amended  and  reviewed  in  January  and  March  and  then 
submitted  for  Board  of  Supervisors  review  on  March  1.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  adopts  the  Final  Plan. 

Mr.  Rosenfield  announced  that  the  Ten  Year  Capital  Plan  is  in  the  process  of  being  updated 
and  will  include  reporting  work  on  the  Better  Neighborhoods  Plan,  Better  Streets  Program 
and  street  trees.  The  Mayor  has  a  stated  goal  of  planting  a  number  of  street  trees  in  the 
next  five  years  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  is  in  the  process  of  putting 
together  maintenance  costs  that  will  be  included  in  the  Capital  Plan  and  reviewed  by  the 
Capital  Planning  Committee,  the  Mayor  and  the  Board.  It  was  stated  that  capital  funds  are 
all  derived  from  general  funds  and  decisions  are  made  as  to  what  can  be  afforded  to  the 
capital  budget.  There  are  no  legal  restrictions  on  capital  budgets. 

Member  Marks  inquired  as  to  whether  it  was  possible  to  access  funding  for  trees  from 
bonds,  and  whether  the  Plan  would  include  provisions  for  tree  maintenance.  Mr.  Rosenfield 
stated  that  tree  maintenance  would  be  addressed  in  the  operational  budget,  and  that  DPW 
will  be  providing  numbers  for  operational  impacts  of  maintenance  for  the  increased  forest 
that  will  be  part  of  the  conversation  with  the  Capital  Planning  Committee.  It  was  stated  that 
if  trees  would  be  expanded  in  the  urban  forest,  dollars  would  be  required  in  the  operating 
budget  to  match  the  policy  for  planting  more  trees.  Mr.  Rosenfield  offered  to  research  and 
report  on  the  use  of  bond  funding  for  trees  at  the  January  Council  meeting. 

Member  Marks  stated  that  the  City  is  not  prepared  to  put  general  budget  money  into  trees 
and  funding  has  always  been  from  sales  or  gas  taxes  and  recommended  shaping  City 
agency  operational  budgets  towards  tree  maintenance.  Member  Marks  inquired  as  to  how 
to  change  the  political  mindset  to  put  trees  in  the  City's  budget.  Mr.  Rosenfield  advised  that 
awareness  is  much  greater  now  than  five  to  ten  years  ago  and  that  there  has  been  plenty  of 
media  coverage  on  inadequate  funding  for  tree  maintenance  recently.  A  discussion  was 
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held  on  new  plantings  in  commercial  corridor  improvements  and  the  City's  plan  to  buy 
insurance  policies  or  warranties  so  that  maintenance  is  being  funded  for  at  least  three  years 
after  establishment. 

Chair  Milne  requested  further  investigation  into  using  local  bonds  for  planting  trees  and 
recommended  legislation  be  created  in  order  to  make  trees  part  of  the  capital  budget. 

Mr.  Rosenfield  advised  that  the  City  Administrator's  Staff  Draft  Plan  would  be  worked  on  this 
month  with  an  initial  draft  available  approximately  December  26  and  available  for  public 
comment  the  first  week  of  January.  The  Capital  Planning  Committee  would  hold  four  to  six 
meetings  in  January  and  February  with  final  action  at  the  end  of  February. 

Mr.  Rosenfield  offered  to  discuss  the  Ten  Year  Capital  Plan,  provide  meeting  schedules, 
and  discuss  future  bond  ballot  measures  and  nexus  with  the  urban  forest  at  a  future  Council 
meeting.  An  invitation  was  extended  to  meeting  attendees  to  attend  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee  meetings  to  present  comments  on  the  Draft.  It  was  stated  that  the  hope  is  to 
add  a  Plan  goal  to  pursue  funding  to  expand  the  urban  forest  in  San  Francisco. 

Chair  Milne  inquired  as  to  whether  it  was  worthwhile  to  hold  a  meeting  with  the  Mayor  to 
request  general  fund  money  for  the  urban  forestry  program.  Mr.  Rosenfield  recommended  a 
discussion  with  the  Mayor's  Budget  Director  and  the  Director  of  Greening  position,  which  will 
be  filled  in  the  near  future. 

5.  DISCUSSION:  New  Business.  Council  Secretary  Fish  advised  that  the  next  Urban  Forestry 
Council  Funding  Committee  is  scheduled  for  January  2,  2007.

1 .  CALL  TO  ORDER  AND  ROLL  CALL:  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1 2:05  p.m. 
Present:  Funding  Committee  Members  Milne,  Marks,  Miller  (12:35  p.m.)  and  Nervo. 

2.  ACTION:  Adoption  of  minutes  of  the  September  12,  2006  Special  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Funding  Committee  Meeting.  Upon  Motion  by  Member  Marks  and  second  by  Member 
Nervo,  the  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  with  no  objection.  (Absent:  Member  Miller)

3.  DISCUSSION:  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  Funding  Committee  discussed  the  possibility  of 
additional  funding  (e.g.  tax,  bond  measures)  for  the  City's  Urban  Forest  Program. 
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Chair  Milne  advised  of  his  discussion  with  the  Director  about  the  possibility  of  meeting  with 
the  Mayor  to  discuss  short  and  long-term  general  fund  allocations  for  the  Urban  Forestry 
Council.  It  was  stated  that  receiving  department  funding  is  becoming  more  difficult  from  year 
to  year.  Chair  Milne  discussed  the  possibility  of  prioritizing  funding  towards  urban  forestry 
from  the  recent  bond  measures  that  had  passed  in  November's  election. 

Member  Marks  inquired  as  to  when  City  Departments  are  required  to  submit  their  budgets  to 
the  Mayor.  Ms.  Anne  Eng,  Environmental  Justice  Program  Manager  advised  that  the  Urban 
Forestry  Council  draft  budget  is  being  worked  on  now  and  would  be  turned  in  the  beginning 
of  January.  With  the  current  reduced  staffing,  funding  is  projected  at  approximately 
$125,000  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  Consolidating  two  positions,  seeking  funding  from  other 
City  agencies  at  a  slightly  reduced  level,  as  well  as  seeking  additional  funding  from  outside 
agencies  will  be  proposed. 

Member  Marks  expressed  his  frustration  that  the  Council  is  not  able  to  influence  the  budget. 
Ms.  Eng  advised  that  the  Deputy  Director  would  be  presenting  a  proposed  budget  to  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment  in  January  that  would  be  forwarded  to  the  Mayor's  Office. 
There  would  be  a  six-month  budget  process  that  would  include  the  Controller's  Office  and 
Board  of  Supervisors  review.  Ms.  Eng  requested  input  from  the  Council  to  understand  their 
staffing  vision  and  resource  needs  for  projects  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  It  was  stated  that 
requesting  budget  allocations  are  restricted  to  being  able  to  identify  funding  sources  and 
balancing  income,  revenues,  and  expenditures. 

Member  Marks  discussed  using  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  as  a  roadmap  to  future  work  that 
should  be  done.  Ms.  Eng  advised  the  Funding  Committee  that  a  $500,000  California 
Department  of  Forestry  Prop  40  grant  pre-proposal  is  being  written  that  could  change 
program  staffing.  The  funding  opportunity  would  include  the  priority  of  implementing  the 
Urban  Forest  Plan  in  the  San  Francisco  southeast  area.  The  proposal  would  include  the 
objectives  of  (1)  linking  and  integrating  public  and  private  tree  planting  and  greening  efforts; 
(2)  promoting  best  management  practices  for  tree  pruning,  care,  and  maintenance;  and  (3) 
providing  technical  support  for  local  community  efforts  to  improve  streetscapes.  Non-profit 
community  groups  would  be  utilized  to  provide  outreach  and  educational  efforts. 

Chair  Milne  inquired  as  to  whether  the  City  had  previously  received  grant  funding  through 
this  program.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  previous  grant  recipients  were  not  available  online  and 
advised  that  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  would  be  submitting  a  grant  application  in 
conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  integrate  their  tree  database. 

Ms.  Eng  discussed  the  bad  condition  of  the  palm  trees  that  have  recently  been  planted 
along  MUNI's  Third  Street  light  rail  system  that  will  soon  be  operational.  It  was  advised  that 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  would  be  devoting  $500,000  to  trees  in  the  Southeast 
neighborhood,  and  the  Department  would  like  to  coordinate  their  activities  in  terms  of 
selection,  care,  maintenance  and  fitting  into  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  priorities. 

Member  Marks  recommended  that  Ms.  Ma,  Urban  Forestry  Specialist  review  the  Urban 
Forest  Plan  with  the  Funding  Committee  or  through  her  own  efforts  to  determine  what  needs 
to  be  done  and  identify  associated  costs. 
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4.  INFORMATIONAL  REPORT:  City  Administrator's  Office  Report  about  whether  or  not  trees 
could  be  part  of  the  capital  fund  budget  for  San  Francisco. 

SPEAKER:  Member  Milton  Marks 

Member  Marks  reported  that  he  had  previously  heard  that  capital-funding  sources  could  not 
be  devoted  to  trees.  It  was  stated  that  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  passed  a  Resolution  stating 
that  trees  are  part  of  the  City  infrastructure  possibly  to  help  access  funding.  Member  Marks 
asked  Mr.  Rosenfield,  City  Administrator's  Office,  what  City  revenue  sources  the  Funding 
Committee  should  be  researching  to  enable  the  tree  budget  to  grow  and  whether  trees  can 
be  included  in  the  capital  budget. 

Mr.  Ben  Rosenfield,  Assistant  City  Administrator,  stated  that  one  of  his  primary 
responsibilities  is  to  coordinate  the  production  of  the  City's  Ten  Year  Capital  Plan  and  that 
he  had  previously  worked  in  the  Mayor's  Office  as  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  Director.  It 
was  reported  that  the  City  adopted  legislation  about  18  months  ago  that  requires  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  annually  review  and  approve  the  Ten  Year  Capital  Plan. 
The  process  involves  the  City  Administrator's  Office  submission  of  a  Draft  Plan  to  the 
Capital  Funding  Committee,  which  includes  ten  other  department  heads  that  have  assets 
under  their  jurisdiction.  The  Plan  is  amended  and  reviewed  in  January  and  March  and  then 
submitted  for  Board  of  Supervisors  review  on  March  1 .  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  adopts  the  Final  Plan. 

Mr.  Rosenfield  announced  that  the  Ten  Year  Capital  Plan  is  in  the  process  of  being  updated 
and  will  include  reporting  work  on  the  Better  Neighborhoods  Plan,  Better  Streets  Program 
and  street  trees.  The  Mayor  has  a  stated  goal  of  planting  a  number  of  street  trees  in  the 
next  five  years  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  is  in  the  process  of  putting 
together  maintenance  costs  that  will  be  included  in  the  Capital  Plan  and  reviewed  by  the 
Capital  Planning  Committee,  the  Mayor  and  the  Board.  It  was  stated  that  capital  funds  are 
all  derived  from  general  funds  and  decisions  are  made  as  to  what  can  be  afforded  to  the 
capital  budget.  There  are  no  legal  restrictions  on  capital  budgets. 

Member  Marks  inquired  as  to  whether  it  was  possible  to  access  funding  for  trees  from 
bonds,  and  whether  the  Plan  would  include  provisions  for  tree  maintenance.  Mr.  Rosenfield 
stated  that  tree  maintenance  would  be  addressed  in  the  operational  budget,  and  that  DPW 
will  be  providing  numbers  for  operational  impacts  of  maintenance  for  the  increased  forest 
that  will  be  part  of  the  conversation  with  the  Capital  Planning  Committee.  It  was  stated  that 
if  trees  would  be  expanded  in  the  urban  forest,  dollars  would  be  required  in  the  operating 
budget  to  match  the  policy  for  planting  more  trees.  Mr.  Rosenfield  offered  to  research  and 
report  on  the  use  of  bond  funding  for  trees  at  the  January  Council  meeting. 

Member  Marks  stated  that  the  City  is  not  prepared  to  put  general  budget  money  into  trees 
and  funding  has  always  been  from  sales  or  gas  taxes  and  recommended  shaping  City 
agency  operational  budgets  towards  tree  maintenance.  Member  Marks  inquired  as  to  how 
to  change  the  political  mindset  to  put  trees  in  the  City's  budget.  Mr.  Rosenfield  advised  that 
awareness  is  much  greater  now  than  five  to  ten  years  ago  and  that  there  has  been  plenty  of 
media  coverage  on  inadequate  funding  for  tree  maintenance  recently.  A  discussion  was 
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held  on  new  plantings  in  commercial  corridor  improvements  and  the  City's  plan  to  buy 
insurance  policies  or  warranties  so  that  maintenance  is  being  funded  for  at  least  three  years 
after  establishment. 

Chair  Milne  requested  further  investigation  into  using  local  bonds  for  planting  trees  and 
recommended  legislation  be  created  in  order  to  make  trees  part  of  the  capital  budget. 

Mr.  Rosenfield  advised  that  the  City  Administrator's  Staff  Draft  Plan  would  be  worked  on  this 
month  with  an  initial  draft  available  approximately  December  26  and  available  for  public 
comment  the  first  week  of  January.  The  Capital  Planning  Committee  would  hold  four  to  six 
meetings  in  January  and  February  with  final  action  at  the  end  of  February.

Urban  Forestry  Specialist  Ma  reported  that  the  Planning  Committee  reordered  nine  actions 
steps  from  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  as  reflected  in  the  Planning  Committee's  Draft  Minutes 
(explanatory  document  above).  Member  Marks  inquired  about  the  Planning  Committee's 
rationale  for  selection  of  the  action  items.  Ms.  Ma  explained  that  the  Planning  Committee 
suggested  that  the  Funding  Committee  may  want  to  focus  on  fundraising  for  several  of  the 
priority  action  steps,  e.g.  Priority  9:  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  update  the  list  of 
recommended  trees.  Member  Milne  explained  that  the  recommended  street  tree  list  has 
already  been  established,  but  funding  was  suggested  for  outreach.  Ms.  Ma  explained  that 
funding  for  production  of  outreach  materials  for  the  street  tree  list  was  recommended,  e.g.  a 
website,  paper  list  for  distribution,  and  graphic  design.

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Member  Marks  confirmed  with  Ms.  Ma  that  the  Planning  Committee  had  recommended 
funding  for  Priorities  2,  5  and  9.  Member  Marks  asked  if  in  Priority  5,  (Action  Item  8.  Elected 
and  community  leaders  in  San  Francisco  should  implement  tree  planting  programs  targeting 
underserved  neighborhoods  in  order  to  achieve  more  environmental  equity  and 
accessibility)  the  term  "underserved"  means  in  terms  of  trees,  population,  or  poorer 
neighborhoods  and  explained  that  many  of  the  poorer  neighborhoods  in  San  Francisco  have 
a  higher  number  of  trees  as  they  are  under  the  control  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency. 
Member  Marks  indicated  that  some  funders  would  be  more  interested  in  environmental 
justice  than  the  environmental  aspect  so  funding  requests  would  require  different 
approaches. 

Member  Milne  stated  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  and  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest's  (FUF)  greening  events  are  always  in  the  southeast  quadrant.  Urban  Forestry 
Specialist  Ma  stated  that  North  Beach,  the  southeast  and  southwest  sections  have  fewer 
street  trees.  Member  Miller  stated  that  District  10  and  the  Outer  Mission  Districts  have  the 
fewest  street  trees. 

Member  Miller  asked  what  fundraising  means  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  Member 
Marks  stated  that  there  is  an  interface  between  the  Council's  fundraising  and  the 
Department's  fundraising. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Anne  Eng  stated  that  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  does  identify  canopy  by 
district  and  that  could  be  used  as  a  reference  for  the  number  of  trees  per  number  of 
residents.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  there  are  two  levels  of  fundraising,  one  would  be  on  a  higher 
policy  level  that  would  be  through  City  officials  to  try  larger  long-term  mechanisms  for 
funding,  e.g.  assessment  districts;  and  the  second  would  be  on  a  local  level,  to  identify 
services  and  projects  for  outside  funding. 

Member  Marks  stated  that  Priority  9  may  be  the  easiest  one  to  achieve  and  asked  what  the 
Funding  Committee  could  do  and  who  would  identify  the  potential  funding  sources  and 
create  the  application  for  funding.  Ms.  Ma  explained  that  the  Council  would  work  with  DPW 
and  FUF  on  the  recommended  street  tree  list  and  outreach.  Member  Marks  stated  that  this 
effort  would  include  designing  a  new  brochure  and  web  page  and  printing.  Member  Milne 
stated  that  the  cost  of  the  pruning  brochures  could  be  used  as  a  funding  comparison  for  the 
recommended  street  tree  list.  Ms.  Eng  reported  that  the  cost  for  the  pruning  brochures  was 
$2500  -  $3000  for  approximately  2000  brochures.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  a  low-budget  attempt 
could  be  made  with  the  Department's  new  printer  that  prints  in  color,  but  the 
recommendation  may  be  for  a  more  professional  brochure.  Member  Milne  asked  who 
designed  the  pruning  and  general  forestry  brochures.  Ms.  Ma  stated  that  the  City 
Reproduction  Services  had  designed  the  brochures. 

Ms.  Ma  stated  that  it  would  also  cost  approximately  $2000  to  redesign  a  website  to  add  the 
information.  Member  Miller  suggested  that  Department  staff  take  part  in  designing  the 
website  to  save  in  the  cost.  Ms.  Eng  explained  that  the  Department  would  subcontract  out 
to  the  Reproduction  Department  and  it  would  require  additional  funding.  Ms.  Ma  stated  that 
a  volunteer  may  be  found  to  provide  graphic  design  services  to  reduce  the  website  design 
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budget.  Member  Miller  asked  how  the  brochures  would  be  distributed.  Member  Milne 
explained  that  brochures  would  be  handed  out  on  Arbor  Day  and  other  similar  events. 

Member  Marks  stated  that  a  proposal  would  have  to  be  written  to  request  funding.  Ms.  Ma 
stated  that  she  could  work  with  Ms.  Rosenmoss,  Department  Fundraising  Coordinator,  to 
develop  a  proposal.  A  discussion  was  held  on  members  contacting  other  potential  funding 
sources,  e.g.  PG&E,  and  coordination  with  other  programs,  e.g.,  Shape  up  San  Francisco 
and  the  SFUSD  school  garden  program. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  Priority  2:  Action  Item  5.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should 
allocate  and  secure  funding  for  tree  planting  and  maintenance  from  public  and  private 
sources  including  partnerships.  Member  Marks  stated  that  the  only  upcoming  major  funding 
he  is  aware  of  is  $10  million  dollars  through  Proposition  84  and  inquired  as  to  who  is  going 
to  apply  for  the  funding,  whether  it  would  be  the  Department,  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest, 
the  Urban  Forestry  Council  or  a  combination.  Ms.  Ma  stated  that  the  Department  would 
apply  for  funding  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  but  is  not  aware  of  the  proposal  process  and 
indicated  that  research  should  be  done  as  to  what  types  of  programs  are  eligible  for  funding. 

Ms.  Eng  stated  that  the  Council  should  coordinate  applications  and  funding  with  other  City 
agencies  through  discussions  with  Council  Department  representatives.  Committee 
members  recommended  that  Mr.  Daniel  Sider  be  invited  to  attend  a  future  Urban  Forestry 
Council  meeting  to  discuss  funding  and  coordination  with  other  City  agencies.  Ms.  Ma 
stated  that  a  discussion  was  held  with  Mr.  Sider  about  impact  fees  for  large-scale 
developers  and  assessment  districts.  Member  Marks  indicated  that  he  would  research  a 
reliable  ongoing  funding  source  through  a  consumer  item  that  affects  the  environment. 

Ms.  Ma  reported  that  the  Department  Director  is  interested  in  doing  a  local  climate  carbon 
fund,  to  plant  trees  locally  and  see  how  much  carbon  can  be  offset  and  then  sold.  Member 
Marks  stated  that  previous  Coordinator  Harte  had  researched  this  issue  and  it  was 
determined  that  the  amount  of  carbon  the  trees  store  is  very  small. 

Member  Miller  recommended  looking  at  statewide  initiatives  since  California  has  a  "green" 
Governor.  Member  Marks  stated  that  he  could  discuss  funding  on  Priorities  2  and  5  with  the 
San  Francisco  delegation  in  Sacramento  and  look  into  applying  for  funding  with  various 
foundations.  Urban  Forestry  Specialist  Ma  indicated  that  the  Street  Tree  Action  Plan  could 
be  used  as  a  guideline  for  identifying  required  funding  amounts.  Ms.  Eng  suggested  that 
discussions  on  funding  sources  be  held  with  the  Department  internally  and  recommended 
that  Member  Marks  set  up  a  meeting  with  Ms.  Rosenmoss,  the  Department's  Fundraising 
Coordinator. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Carolyn  Blair  asked  if  there  was  an  Urban  Forestry  Council  Budget 
Plan.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  there  is  a  budget  to  support  the  Council,  but  that  there  is  not  a  full 
umbrella  budget  that  includes  implementation  of  all  action  items. 

4.  DISCUSSION:  Urban  Forestry  Council  Budget.  Members  discussed  the  proposed  2007- 
2008  Budget  for  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  (Explanatory  Document:  Department  Draft 
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Budget  Fiscal  Year  2007-08  (PDF)  http://webl.sfgov.org/site/uploadedfiles/DraftBudgetFY07- 
08Vers2.pdf). 

SPEAKER:  Anne  Eng,  Environmental  Justice  Program  Manager, 

Department  of  the  Environment 

Ms.  Eng  stated  that  the  Department's  Draft  Budget  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Budget  Analyst 
and  a  hearing  will  be  held  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  third  week  of  May.  The 
Budget  will  then  be  modified  with  any  additional  recommendations  before  it  is  approved.' 
Ms.  Eng  stated  that  income  had  been  approved  from  all  City  agencies,  but  is  still  pending 
with  the  Planning  Department,  and  that  the  Department  had  accepted  the  Airport's  refusal 
because  they  are  restricted  by  their  FAA  rules.  Ms.  Eng  explained  that  funding  requests 
from  other  City  agencies  were  reduced  from  $25,000  to  a  $20,000  this  year  because  of  a 
reduction  in  Urban  Forest  staffing. 

Ms.  Eng  discussed  the  Council's  proposed  FY  2007-08  Draft  Budget  and  explained  that  it 
contains  revenues  and  expenditures  totaling  $103,000.  It  was  stated  that  Impound  Account 
fees  are  allocated  to  the  Environmental  Justice  program,  which  a  portion  of  helps  support 
staff  researching  greening  of  the  City's  southeast  quadrant.  An  Urban  Forest  budget  sheet 
was  distributed  that  included  $13,000  for  printing  the  pruning  and  general  brochures. 
Member  Milne  confirmed  with  Ms.  Eng  that  if  PG&E  would  contribute  $10,000  for  printing 
brochures,  that  the  funding  could  be  moved  to  another  category.  Ms.  Eng  asked  to  meet 
with  Member  Miller  to  fine  tune  the  request  to  PG&E  for  funding  for  the  recommended  street 
tree  list  brochures. 

Member  Marks  left  the  meeting  at  this  time. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Carolyn  Blair  stated  that  the  Urban  Forest  2006  previous  year  budget 
was  larger  than  the  current  year's  and  asked  why  the  allocation  of  funding  from  other 
agencies  had  been  reduced  if  the  Council  does  not  have  enough  funding.  Ms.  Blair 
questioned  why  salary  allocations  being  reduced  for  this  fiscal  year  did  not  result  in  an 
increase  to  the  budget.  Ms.  Blair  suggested  that  the  Council  should  be  in  control  of  the 
budget  instead  of  the  Department.  Ms.  Blair  questioned  where  she  could  find  the  actual 
approved  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  2006-07.  Member  Milne  explained  that  all  proposed 
budgets  before  June  30th  are  requests  and  have  not  been  finalized.  Ms.  Eng  explained  that 
the  approved  Fiscal  Year  2006-07  budget  from  July  1  is  available  online  and  explained  that 
the  final  figures  are  also  contained  in  the  Urban  Forest  budget  sheet  that  was  distributed  in 
Committee  meeting  (see  explanatory  document  above).  Ms.  Blair  questioned  the  amounts 
in  the  food,  travel,  training,  and  professional  services  categories. 

Ms.  Eng  explained  that  the  food  allocation  category  is  for  Urban  Forestry  Council  sponsored 
activities,  e.g.  hosting  of  a  Pruning  Workshop  for  100  people  and  required  training/travel  for 
staff.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  she  had  included  funding  for  translation  services  for  multicultural 
and  multilingual  communities  in  the  professional  services  category.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  legislation  directed  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  provide  staff 
support  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council,  and  the  Department  is  the  legal  entity  to  hire  staff, 
provide  benefits,  and  to  be  in  control  of  the  budget.  Ms.  Eng  explained  that  income  had  not 
been  received  to  support  the  level  of  staffing  and  benefits  that  were  in  place  in  2006  and 
staffing  could  not  be  replaced  for  2007-08. 
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Ms.  Eng  and  Ms.  Ma  advised  that  the  Department  donates  support  to  the  Urban  Forestry 
Council,  e.g.  fundraising  and  secretarial  services.  Ms.  Blair  asked  if  the  Department  could 
donate  funding  to  the  Council.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  the  Department  does  not  receive  general 
fund  money,  and  that  half  of  the  budget  comes  from  impound  and  half  from  outside  grants 
and  fees. 

Ms.  Eng  stated  that  the  Council  can  affect  the  budget  process  through  discussions  at  their 
meetings,  attending  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hearings  on  the  budget,  and  through 
discussions  with  the  Deputy  Director  and  Ms.  Eng. 

5.  INFORMATIONAL  REPORT:  Meeting  with  Director  of  City  Greening.  Member  Milne 
summarized  his  meeting  with  Dan  Sider,  Director  of  City  Greening. 

Member  Milne  reported  that  a  discussion  was  held  with  Mr.  Sider  about  the  $21  million 
allocated  for  long-term  urban  forestry  and  how  it  can  be  applied  to  Urban  Forestry  Council 
activities.  It  was  stated  that  Mr.  Sider  expressed  an  interest  in  impact  fees  and  that  Council 
Member  Quirke  had  previously  indicated  an  interest  in  community  benefit  districts.  Mr.  Sider 
was  asked  to  consider  the  Mayor's  Office  providing  $250,000  to  run  the  Council  so  that 
other  departments  would  not  have  to  be  relied  upon  for  funding.  Mr.  Milne  indicated  that  this 
idea  would  be  considered  as  a  one  or  two-year  short  term  funding  mechanism  but  would  not 
be  achieved  in  this  fiscal  year  budget. 

6.  DISCUSSION:  New  Business.  There  was  no  new  business  discussed  at  this  time. 

7.  FUTURE  AGENDA  ITEMS.  Invitation  to  Mr.  Daniel  Sider  to  discuss  Urban  Forestry  Council 
funding  opportunities  and  coordination  with  other  City  departments. 

8.  PUBLIC  COMMENT:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Committee  on  matters  that 
are  within  the  Committee's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda.  There  was  no  public 
comment  at  this  time. 

9.  ADJOURNMENT.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  Funding  Committee  meeting  adjourned  at 
1:25  p.m.

DISCUSSION  and  POSSD3LE  ACTION:  Priority  Action  Steps  from  the  Urban  Forest  Plan.  Members  reviewed  the 
Priority  Action  Steps  recommended  to  the  Funding  Committee  by  the  Urban  Forestry  Council's  Planning  Committee. 
(Explanatory  documents:  Planning  Committee  Priority  Action  Steps  discussed  at  the  March  15,  2007  Meeting,  March 
Draft  Minutes  Item  3  (Word)  http://sfgov.org/site/sfenvironment  paRe.asp?id=58097.) 
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Urban  Forestry  Specialist  Ma  reported  that  the  Plarining  Committee  reordered  nine  actions  steps  from  the  Urban 
Forest  Plan  as  reflected  in  the  Planning  Committee's  Draft  Minutes  (explanatory  document  above).  Member  Marks 
inquired  about  the  Planning  Committee's  rationale  for  selection  of  the  action  items.  Ms.  Ma  explained  that  the 
Planning  Committee  suggested  that  the  Funding  Committee  may  want  to  focus  on  fundraising  for  several  of  the 
priority  action  steps,  e.g.  Priority  9:  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  update  the  list  of  recommended  trees.  Member 
Milne  explained  that  the  recommended  street  tree  list  has  already  been  established,  but  funding  was  suggested  for 
outreach.  Ms.  Ma  explained  that  funding  for  production  of  outreach  materials  for  the  street  tree  list  was 
recommended,  e.g.  a  website,  paper  list  for  distribution,  and  graphic  design. 

Member  Marks  confirmed  with  Ms.  Ma  that  the  Planning  Committee  had  recommended  funding  for  Priorities  2,  5  and 
9.  Member  Marks  asked  if  in  Priority  5,  (Action  Item  8.  Elected  and  community  leaders  in  San  Francisco  should 
implement  tree  planting  programs  targeting  underserved  neighborhoods  in  order  to  achieve  more  environmental 
equity  and  accessibility)  the  term  "underserved"  means  in  terms  of  trees,  population,  or  poorer  neighborhoods  and 
explained  that  many  of  the  poorer  neighborhoods  in  San  Francisco  have  a  higher  number  of  trees  as  they  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency.  Member  Marks  indicated  that  some  funders  would  be  more  interested  in 
environmental  justice  than  the  environmental  aspect  so  funding  requests  would  require  different  approaches. 

Member  Milne  stated  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest's  (FUF)  greening 
events  are  always  in  the  southeast  quadrant.  Urban  Forestry  Specialist  Ma  stated  that  North  Beach,  the  southeast  and 
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southwest  sections  have  fewer  street  trees.  Member  Miller  stated  that  District  10  and  the  Outer  Mission  Districts  have 
the  fewest  street  trees. 

Member  Miller  asked  what  fundraising  means  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  Member  Marks  stated  that  there  is  an 
interface  between  the  Council's  fundraising  and  the  Department's  fundraising. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Anne  Eng  stated  that  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  does  identify  canopy  by  district  and  that  could  be 
used  as  a  reference  for  the  number  of  trees  per  number  of  residents.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  there  are  two  levels  of 
fundraising,  one  would  be  on  a  higher  policy  level  that  would  be  through  City  officials  to  try  larger  long-term 
mechanisms  for  funding,  e.g.  assessment  districts;  and  the  second  would  be  on  a  local  level,  to  identify  services  and 
projects  for  outside  funding. 

Member  Marks  stated  that  Priority  9  may  be  the  easiest  one  to  achieve  and  asked  what  the  Funding  Committee  could 
do  and  who  would  identify  the  potential  funding  sources  and  create  the  application  for  funding.  Ms.  Ma  explained 
that  the  Council  would  work  with  DPW  and  FUF  on  the  recommended  street  tree  list  and  outreach.  Member  Marks 
stated  that  this  effort  would  include  designing  a  new  brochure  and  web  page  and  printing.

It  was  stated  that  Mr.  Sider  expressed  an 
interest  in  impact  fees  and  that  Council  Member  Quirke  had  previously  indicated  an  interest  in  community  benefit 
districts.  Mr.  Sider  was  asked  to  consider  the  Mayor's  Office  providing  $250,000  to  run  the  Council  so  that  other 
departments  would  not  have  to  be  relied  upon  for  funding.  Mr.  Milne  indicated  that  this  idea  would  be  considered  as 
a  one  or  two-year  short  term  funding  mechanism  but  would  not  be  achieved  in  this  fiscal  year  budget. 

6.  DISCUSSION:  New  Business.  There  was  no  new  business  discussed  at  this  time. 

7.  FUTURE  AGENDA  ITEMS.  Invitation  to  Mr.  Daniel  Sider  to  discuss  Urban  Forestry  Council  funding 
opportunities  and  coordination  with  other  City  departments.

Member  Milne  stated  that  the  Planning  Committee  recommended  funding  for  Priorities  2,  5  and  9  as  listed  in  the 
March  15,  2007  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  Meeting  Minutes.  Committee  Members  held  a  discussion  on  Priority 
2  Action  Item  5.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  allocate  and  secure  funding  for  tree  planting  and 
maintenance  from  public  and  private  sources  including  partnerships.  Member  Marks  stated  that  agencies  that  are 
involved  with  tree  planting  and  maintenance  include  the  Urban  Forestry  Council,  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  and  the 
Mayor's  Greening  Initiative.  It  was  reported  that  Green  Connect  that  was  started  by  the  Mayor  has  a  partnership  with 
the  Giants  to  plant  trees.  Member  Marks  stated  that  he  is  unsure  of  the  fundraising  that  is  being  done  by  the  Mayor 
for  City  offices  and  what  fundraising  is  being  done  for  non-profits  such  as  Green  Connect.  Member  Milne  stated  that 
he  would  be  contacting  Mr.  Sider,  Director  of  Greening  to  request  a  report.  Member  Marks  stated  that  it  is  difficult  to 
compete  with  other  fundraising  that  is  currently  being  done,  and  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  who  has  a  low  level  of 
funding  does  not  seem  to  be  a  priority  within  the  City  government. 

Committee  members  discussed  identifying  the  type  of  partnerships  that  they  should  be  pursuing.  Member  Milne 
stated  that  the  partnerships  that  we  know  about  are  the  ones  from  the  Mayor's  Office.  Member  Milne  indicated  that 
from  previous  conversations  he  has  held  with  Mr.  Sider,  the  Director  of  Greening,  it  appeared  that  his  focus  was 
related  to  planning,  e.g.  adding  greening  elements  to  permits  for  big  development  projects.  Member  Milne  stated  that 
he  does  not  know  what  the  Council  can  do  to  promote  funding  partnerships  in  the  public/private  aspect  that  the 
Mayor's  Office  is  not  already  doing  on  a  larger  scale,  e.g.  the  Giants  planting  trees.  Member  Marks  suggested  looking 
to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  a  partnership.  Member  Milne  inquired  about  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department's  current  partnerships.  Member  Nervo  indicated  that  The  Parks  Trust  is  the  non-profit  partner  to  the 
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Conservatory  of  Flowers  and  the  San  Francisco  Botanical  Garden  Society  is  the  non-profit  partner  to  the  San 
Francisco  Botanical  Garden. 

Ms.  Anne  Eng,  Department  staff  suggested  that  the  Funding  Committee  create  a  comprehensive  matrix  of  various 
components  of  tree  planting  and  maintenance  that  is  going  on  by  different  agencies  in  order  to  identify  where  the  gaps 
might  be.  Then  a  focus  could  be  made  on  what  funding  to  pursue  for  what  aspect  of  the  urban  forest.  Ms.  Eng  also 
requested  that  Member  Marks,  Ms.  Shawn  Rosenmoss,  Department  Fundraising  Coordinator  and  herself  set  up  a 
meeting  this  month  to  discuss  potential  fundraising.  Member  Marks  stated  that  there  should  be  an  understanding  of 
what  money  the  City  has  for  tree  planting  and  maintenance  and  how  it  is  allocated.  It  was  stated  that  the  federal 
government  allocated  1 1  million  dollars  for  planting  trees,  but  no  one  explained  where  the  money  came  from  or  how 
it  was  being  used.  Member  Marks  requested  that  Mr.  Sider  provide  an  informational  report  on  how  federal 
government  funding  is  being  allocated  for  trees. 

The  Committee  discussed  Priority  5:  Action  Item  8.  Elected  and  community  leaders  in  San  Francisco  should 
implement  tree  planting  programs  targeting  underserved  neighborhoods  in  order  to  achieve  more 
environmental  equity  and  accessibility.  Member  Milne  stated  that  Supervisors  are  receiving  community  input 
about  implementing  green  programs  in  their  districts,  and  programs  such  as  Clean  and  Green  specific  to 
neighborhoods  have  been  set  up.  Member  Milne  stated  that  there  has  been  discussion  about  Council  Members 
attending  the  Supervisors'  monthly  community  meetings  to  discuss  planting  more  trees  in  particular  neighborhoods 
and  to  increase  public  awareness;  however,  these  efforts  do  not  provide  funding  to  implement  the  programs. 

The  Committee  discussed  Priority  9:  Action  Item  7.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  update  the  list  of 
recommended  trees.  The  Planning  Committee  had  recommended  that  the  Funding  Committee  discuss  how  to  attain 
funding  for  development  of  outreach  material  and  hold  a  discussion  on  how  to  coordinate  the  dissemination  of 
information.  Member  Milne  stated  that  the  intention  is  to  develop  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  into  a  brochure 
instead  of  just  a  computer  list.  It  was  stated  that  Member  Miller  was  discussing  the  possibility  of  developing  a 
brochure  with  PG&E,  but  was  not  successful  in  this  effort.  Member  Marks  stated  that  it  is  hard  to  understand  the 
relationship  with  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest,  Green  Connect,  the  Mayor's  Greening  Initiative  and  Department  of 
Public  Works  (DPW)  in  order  to  coordinate  efforts.  It  was  stated  that  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  cannot  approach 
foundations  for  funding  or  to  develop  outreach  material  because  the  Committee  does  not  know  whether  the  Mayor's 
Office,  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest,  or  Green  Connect  has  already  made  the  effort.  Member  Marks  stated  that  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  coordination  between  different  agencies,  and  the  entire  purpose  of  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  is 
for  there  to  be  coordination.  Member  Milne  stated  that  he  would  talk  to  Mr.  Sider  about  providing  an  informational 
report  at  a  future  meeting  and  that  an  informational  matrix  might  provide  a  clearer  understanding  of  coordination 
between  agencies.  It  was  stated  that  the  Council's  role  at  this  time  may  be  to  just  analyze  activities,  make 
suggestions,  and  to  participate  more  in  what  it  is  capable  of  doing. 

Ms.  Eng  suggested  that  the  new  staff  person  or  a  summer  intern  could  review  all  the  different  agency  budgets  in  order 
to  provide  funding  recommendations,  and  suggested  that  the  Committee's  efforts  be  focused  more  on  private  funding 
efforts.  Member  Marks  recommended  that  the  Mayor's  Office  disseminate  their  efforts  with  other  agencies  to  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council  so  the  Council  could  better  plan  their  efforts.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  the  Department's  role  is  to 
help  facilitate  and  to  look  at  different  components.  It  was  stated  that  one  of  the  responsibilities  listed  in  the  job 
description  for  the  new  Urban  Forest  staff  member  is  to  help  incorporate  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  components  into  the 
Better  Streets  planning  effort. 

Member  Marks  suggested  contacting  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  (FUF)  and  DPW  to  understand  the  role  the  Council 
and  the  Funding  Committee  can  have  to  help  develop  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  into  a  more  formal 
document.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  at  the  previous  Funding  Committee  meeting,  a  discussion  was  held  on  developing  a 
web  resource  for  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List.  It  was  stated  that  it  would  take  resources  to  develop  a  new  web 
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|  page  and/or  to  setup  a  link  to  FUF  or  DPW's  current  web  page.  Ms.  Eng  recommended  complimenting  the  electronic 
information  or  printed  form  by  working  on  establishing  a  physical  location,  e.g.  a  nursery  with  an  area  where  the 
public  could  view  trees  that  are  recommended  for  planting  and  where  they  could  access  tree  care  information.  Ms. 
Eng  stated  that  there  are  existing  resources  that  could  be  shared  more  effectively  with  additional  support,  and  this 
Council  can  provide  that  coordination  role,  information  dissemination,  and  collection.  It  was  stated  that  most 
foundations  would  prefer  providing  funding  for  planting  trees  versus  providing  funding  for  coordinating  efforts  to 
plant  trees.  Member  Marks  stated  that  a  lot  of  funders  would  want  credit  that  they  could  better  receive  from  signing 
on  with  the  Mayor's  Office. 

No  action  was  taken  on  this  item.  The  priorities  determined  by  Committee  members  included  identifying  current 
funding  for  tree  planting  and  maintenance  by  holding  discussions  with  other  agencies  (Mayor's  Office  and  FUF)  and 
by  developing  a  matrix  to  track  Department  budget  funds  that  apply  to  urban  forestry.  A  discussion  was  held  on 
creating  a  formalized  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  either  in  electronic  or  in  print  form  and  disseminating  the 
information,  but  no  conclusive  information  was  available.

Ms.  Eng  reported  that  there  was  a  reduction  in  the  Urban  Forest  budget  for  this  Fiscal  Year  that  would  result  in  no 
available  funding  for  printing  of  the  Urban  Forest  and  Pruning  brochures.  It  was  stated  that  the  Department  is  trying 
to  get  the  material  produced  by  general  Outreach.  Ms.  Eng  reported  on  City  agencies  that  the  Department  is  receiving 
funding  from  that  is  allocated  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  and  on  expenditures  such  as  salaries,  overhead,  and  other 
minor  expenditures,  e.g.  the  pruning  workshop. 

Ms.  Eng  reported  that  recruitment  for  the  new  Urban  Forestry  Assistant  position  would  be  closing  on  Monday,  July  9, 
and  that  a  first  level  screening  would  be  held  by  the  Department  of  Human  Resources.  Committee  members 
questioned  the  salary  allocation  for  this  position  as  not  accounting  for  an  amount  that  would  be  equal  to  salary  and 
benefits.  Ms.  Eng  reported  that  the  new  position  would  include  southeast  sector  work,  so  more  funding  would  he 
available  from  the  impound  account  to  support  additional  salary  costs.  Ms.  Eng  corrected  a  previous  staff  report  that 
indicated  that  funding  would  be  available  for  reprinting  of  the  Pruning  Brochure  stating  that  resources  would  still 
have  to  be  identified. 

Member  Marks  inquired  about  expectations  of  agencies  that  are  funding  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  Ms.  Eng  stated 
that  agencies  are  looking  for  accomplishments  and  deliverables  that  have  been  made,  e.g.  implementation  of  the 
Landmark  Tree  Ordinance,  staffing  public  meetings,  and  stated  that  a  written  report  is  submitted  as  part  of  the  budget 
process. 

.   New  Business  (Discussion).  Member  Marks  requested  a  discussion  on  the  request  to  consolidate  Urban  Forestry 
Council  Committees.  Member  Milne  stated  that  the  Landmark  Tree  Committee  would  have  to  meet  monthly  because 
of  required  deadlines  for  landmark  trees.  A  discussion  was  held  on  the  possibility  of  consolidating  the  Planning  and 
Funding  Committees  and/or  having  fewer  Urban  Forestry  Council  meetings.  It  was  stated  that  having  fewer  meetings 
or  consolidation  may  result  in  longer  meetings.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  is  scheduled  to  hear  this  item  at  their 
next  meeting. 

i.  Future  Agenda  Items  (Discussion).  There  were  no  future  agenda  items  discussed  at  this  time.

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Call  to  Order  and  Roll  Call:  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  12:09  p.m.  Present:  Funding  Committee  Members 
Milne,  Marks  and  Nervo.  (Excused:  Member  Miller) 


Adoption  of  the  May  1,  2007  Funding  Committee  Meeting  Draft  Minutes.  Upon  Motion  by  Member  Marks  and 
second  by  Member  Nervo,  the  May  1,  2007  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  without  objection.  (Explanatory 
document:  May  1 ,  2007  Funding  Committee  Approved  Meeting  Minutes  http://sfeov.org -site sfemironment  page.asp'>id=60262') 
(Action). 


3.  Priority  Action  Steps  from  the  Urban  Forest  Plan— Status  Report.  Members  provided  a  status  report  on  their  work 
identifying  funding  sources  for  Priority  Action  Steps  as  identified  by  the  Planning  Committee  and  from  discussions 
held  at  the  May  1,  2007  Funding  Committee  Meeting.  (Explanatory  document:  Planning  Committee  Priority  Action 
Steps  March  15,  2007  Meeting,  Draft  Minutes  Item  3  (Word)  http://sfgov.org/site,sfenvironment_page.asp?id=58097.')  (Discussion 
and  Possible  Action) 

Member  Milne  stated  that  the  Planning  Committee  recommended  funding  for  Priorities  2,  5  and  9  as  listed  in  the 
March  15,  2007  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  Meeting  Minutes.  Committee  Members  held  a  discussion  on  Priority 
2  Action  Item  5.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  allocate  and  secure  funding  for  tree  planting  and 
maintenance  from  public  and  private  sources  including  partnerships.  Member  Marks  stated  that  agencies  that  arc 
involved  with  tree  planting  and  maintenance  include  the  Urban  Forestry  Council,  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  and  the 
Mayor's  Greening  Initiative.  It  was  reported  that  Green  Connect  that  was  started  by  the  Mayor  has  a  partnership  with 
the  Giants  to  plant  trees.  Member  Marks  stated  that  he  is  unsure  of  the  fundraising  that  is  being  done  by  the  Mayor 
for  City  offices  and  what  fundraising  is  being  done  for  non-profits  such  as  Green  Connect.  Member  Milne  stated  that 
he  would  be  contacting  Mr.  Sider,  Director  of  Greening  to  request  a  report.  Member  Marks  stated  that  it  is  difficult  to 
compete  with  other  fundraising  that  is  currently  being  done,  and  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  who  has  a  low  level  of 
funding  does  not  seem  to  be  a  priority  within  the  City  government. 

Committee  members  discussed  identifying  the  type  of  partnerships  that  they  should  be  pursuing.  Member  Milne 
stated  that  the  partnerships  that  we  know  about  are  the  ones  from  the  Mayor's  Office.  Member  Milne  indicated  that 
from  previous  conversations  he  has  held  with  Mr.  Sider,  the  Director  of  Greening,  it  appeared  that  his  focus  was 
related  to  planning,  e.g.  adding  greening  elements  to  permits  for  big  development  projects.  Member  Milne  stated  that 
he  does  not  know  what  the  Council  can  do  to  promote  funding  partnerships  in  the  public/private  aspect  that  the 
Mayor's  Office  is  not  already  doing  on  a  larger  scale,  e.g.  the  Giants  planting  trees.  Member  Marks  suggested  looking 
to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  a  partnership.  Member  Milne  inquired  about  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department's  current  partnerships.  Member  Nervo  indicated  that  The  Parks  Trust  is  the  non-profit  partner  to  the 
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Conservatory  of  Flowers  and  the  San  Francisco  Botanical  Garden  Society  is  the  non-profit  partner  to  the  San 
Francisco  Botanical  Garden. 

Ms.  Anne  Eng,  Department  staff  suggested  that  the  Funding  Committee  create  a  comprehensive  matrix  of  various 
components  of  tree  planting  and  maintenance  that  is  going  on  by  different  agencies  in  order  to  identify  where  the  gaps 
might  be.  Then  a  focus  could  be  made  on  what  funding  to  pursue  for  what  aspect  of  the  urban  forest.  Ms.  Eng  also 
requested  that  Member  Marks,  Ms.  Shawn  Rosenmoss,  Department  Fundraising  Coordinator  and  herself  set  up  a 
meeting  this  month  to  discuss  potential  fundraising.  Member  Marks  stated  that  there  should  be  an  understanding  of 
what  money  the  City  has  for  tree  planting  and  maintenance  and  how  it  is  allocated.  It  was  stated  that  the  federal 
government  allocated  1 1  million  dollars  for  planting  trees,  but  no  one  explained  where  the  money  came  from  or  how 
it  was  being  used.  Member  Marks  requested  that  Mr.  Sider  provide  an  informational  report  on  how  federal 
government  funding  is  being  allocated  for  trees. 

The  Committee  discussed  Priority  5:  Action  Item  8.  Elected  and  community  leaders  in  San  Francisco  should 
implement  tree  planting  programs  targeting  underserved  neighborhoods  in  order  to  achieve  more 
environmental  equity  and  accessibility.  Member  Milne  stated  that  Supervisors  are  receiving  community  input 
about  implementing  green  programs  in  their  districts,  and  programs  such  as  Clean  and  Green  specific  to 
neighborhoods  have  been  set  up.  Member  Milne  stated  that  there  has  been  discussion  about  Council  Members 
attending  the  Supervisors'  monthly  community  meetings  to  discuss  planting  more  trees  in  particular  neighborhoods 
and  to  increase  public  awareness;  however,  these  efforts  do  not  provide  funding  to  implement  the  programs. 

The  Committee  discussed  Priority  9:  Action  Item  7.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  update  the  list  of 
recommended  trees.  The  Planning  Committee  had  recommended  that  the  Funding  Committee  discuss  how  to  attain 
funding  for  development  of  outreach  material  and  hold  a  discussion  on  how  to  coordinate  the  dissemination  of 
information.  Member  Milne  stated  that  the  intention  is  to  develop  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  into  a  brochure 
instead  of  just  a  computer  list.  It  was  stated  that  Member  Miller  was  discussing  the  possibility  of  developing  a 
brochure  with  PG&E,  but  was  not  successful  in  this  effort.  Member  Marks  stated  that  it  is  hard  to  understand  the 
relationship  with  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest,  Green  Connect,  the  Mayor's  Greening  Initiative  and  Department  of 
Public  Works  (DPW)  in  order  to  coordinate  efforts.  It  was  stated  that  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  cannot  approach 
foundations  for  funding  or  to  develop  outreach  material  because  the  Committee  does  not  know  whether  the  Mayor's 
Office,  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest,  or  Green  Connect  has  already  made  the  effort.  Member  Marks  stated  that  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  coordination  between  different  agencies,  and  the  entire  purpose  of  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  is 
for  there  to  be  coordination.  Member  Milne  stated  that  he  would  talk  to  Mr.  Sider  about  providing  an  informational 
report  at  a  future  meeting  and  that  an  informational  matrix  might  provide  a  clearer  understanding  of  coordination 
between  agencies.  It  was  stated  that  the  Council's  role  at  this  time  may  be  to  just  analyze  activities,  make 
suggestions,  and  to  participate  more  in  what  it  is  capable  of  doing. 

Ms.  Eng  suggested  that  the  new  staff  person  or  a  summer  intern  could  review  all  the  different  agency  budgets  in  order 
to  provide  funding  recommendations,  and  suggested  that  the  Committee's  efforts  be  focused  more  on  private  funding 
efforts.  Member  Marks  recommended  that  the  Mayor's  Office  disseminate  their  efforts  with  other  agencies  to  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council  so  the  Council  could  better  plan  their  efforts.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  the  Department's  role  is  to 
help  facilitate  and  to  look  at  different  components.  It  was  stated  that  one  of  the  responsibilities  listed  in  the  job 
description  for  the  new  Urban  Forest  staff  member  is  to  help  incorporate  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  components  into  the 
Better  Streets  planning  effort. 

Member  Marks  suggested  contacting  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  (FUF)  and  DPW  to  understand  the  role  the  Council 
and  the  Funding  Committee  can  have  to  help  develop  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  into  a  more  formal 
document.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  at  the  previous  Funding  Committee  meeting,  a  discussion  was  held  on  developing  a 
web  resource  for  the  Recommended  Street  Tree  List.  It  was  stated  that  it  would  take  resources  to  develop  a  new  web 
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page  and/or  to  setup  a  link  to  FUF  or  DPW's  current  web  page.  Ms.  Eng  recommended  complimenting  the  electronic 
information  or  printed  form  by  working  on  establishing  a  physical  location,  e.g.  a  nursery  with  an  area  where  the 
public  could  view  trees  that  are  recommended  for  planting  and  where  they  could  access  tree  care  information.  Ms. 
Eng  stated  that  there  are  existing  resources  that  could  be  shared  more  effectively  with  additional  support,  and  this 
Council  can  provide  that  coordination  role,  information  dissemination,  and  collection.  It  was  stated  that  most 
foundations  would  prefer  providing  funding  for  planting  trees  versus  providing  funding  for  coordinating  efforts  to 
plant  trees.  Member  Marks  stated  that  a  lot  of  funders  would  want  credit  that  they  could  better  receive  from  signing 
on  with  the  Mayor's  Office. 

No  action  was  taken  on  this  item.  The  priorities  determined  by  Committee  members  included  identifying  current 
funding  for  tree  planting  and  maintenance  by  holding  discussions  with  other  agencies  (Mayor's  Office  and  FUF)  and 
by  developing  a  matrix  to  track  Department  budget  funds  that  apply  to  urban  forestry.  A  discussion  was  held  on 
creating  a  formalized  Recommended  Street  Tree  List  either  in  electronic  or  in  print  form  and  disseminating  the 
information,  but  no  conclusive  information  was  available. 

1.   Urban  Forestry  Council  Budget.  An  Informational  Report  was  given  on  the  approved  2007-2008  Budget  for  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council  (Informational  Report  and  Discussion).  (Explanatory  Document:  Urban  Forestry  Council

Ms.  Eng  reported  that  there  was  a  reduction  in  the  Urban  Forest  budget  for  this  Fiscal  Year  that  would  result  in  no 
available  funding  for  printing  of  the  Urban  Forest  and  Pruning  brochures.  It  was  stated  that  the  Department  is  trying 
to  get  the  material  produced  by  general  Outreach.  Ms.  Eng  reported  on  City  agencies  that  the  Department  is  receiving 
funding  from  that  is  allocated  to  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  and  on  expenditures  such  as  salaries,  overhead,  and  other 
minor  expenditures,  e.g.  the  pruning  workshop. 

Ms.  Eng  reported  that  recruitment  for  the  new  Urban  Forestry  Assistant  position  would  be  closing  on  Monday,  July  9, 
and  that  a  first  level  screening  would  be  held  by  the  Department  of  Human  Resources.  Committee  members 
questioned  the  salary  allocation  for  this  position  as  not  accounting  for  an  amount  that  would  be  equal  to  salary  and 
benefits.  Ms.  Eng  reported  that  the  new  position  would  include  southeast  sector  work,  so  more  funding  would  be 
available  from  the  impound  account  to  support  additional  salary  costs.  Ms.  Eng  corrected  a  previous  staff  report  that 
indicated  that  funding  would  be  available  for  reprinting  of  the  Pruning  Brochure  stating  that  resources  would  still 
have  to  be  identified. 

Member  Marks  inquired  about  expectations  of  agencies  that  are  funding  the  Urban  Forestry  Council.  Ms.  Eng  stated 
that  agencies  are  looking  for  accomplishments  and  deliverables  that  have  been  made,  e.g.  implementation  of  the 
Landmark  Tree  Ordinance,  staffing  public  meetings,  and  stated  that  a  written  report  is  submitted  as  part  of  the  budget 
process. 

5.   New  Business  (Discussion).  Member  Marks  requested  a  discussion  on  the  request  to  consolidate  Urban  Forestry 
Council  Committees.  Member  Milne  stated  that  the  Landmark  Tree  Committee  would  have  to  meet  monthly  because 
of  required  deadlines  for  landmark  trees.  A  discussion  was  held  on  the  possibility  of  consolidating  the  Planning  and 
Funding  Committees  and/or  having  fewer  Urban  Forestry  Council  meetings.  It  was  stated  that  hav  ing  fewer  meetings 
or  consolidation  may  result  in  longer  meetings.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  is  scheduled  to  hear  this  item  at  their 
next  meeting. 


6.   Future  Agenda  Items  (Discussion).  There  were  no  future  agenda  items  discussed  at  this  time. 
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7.  Public  Comment:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Committee  on  matters  that  are  within  the  Committee's 
jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda.  There  was  no  public  comment  at  this  time. 

8.  Adjournment.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  Funding  Committee  Meeting  adjourned  at  1 :00  p.m.
